recorded from year to year since the war, with 
the existing rate of taxation, ald the prevailing state 6f affairs in the social, 
political and business world, then things will continue much as they are and 
1924 will be very largely a repetition of 1923. 

But if Canadians are not satisfied, and are prepared to lay aside petty 
prejudices. and discard sectional issues In favor of a broad patriotism and 
sound national policies and tnitedly devote their energies to a forward All- 
Canadian movement, then 1924 will méan much more for this Dominion than 
any previous year in its history. 

Canada’s. progress during this new year will be dependent, fiowever, on 
the extent to which Canadians will discard their East and West speotacies and 


view their country, its problems. and’ needs through Dominion-wide glasses. 
Because nature has divided Canada at the Great Lakes into two great_divi- 
sions is no reason why such division should be carried into our political, 


commercial, fiseal—in a word, into our whole economle and national life. 

Canada’s slow progress during recent years is the result of the blunder. 
made in regarding the Dominion not as one great entity but as two distinct 
groups whose inierests are not, and can never be, common interests, We 
have even gone so far -as to regard them as antagonistic and opposing inter- 
ests, with the ‘inevitable outcome that instead of pulling together, Bast} and 
West have been striving ‘against each other, and stirely,- albeit slowly, pulling 
apart. Progress under such condition’ is impossible. : 

The interests of Canada East and West are not distinct and seymrate, but 
mutual. One Js complement to the other. Either wéthout the other would 
be crippled and ali future growth and progress retarded, If further growth 
in population, production and wealth in the West ceased, what would be the. 
effegt on the industrial life of the East? The question supplies its own an- 
swer. Does any sane*person believe that the Eastern manufacturer would 
be satisfied fo consider that he had ‘attained the maximum of business ia the 
West? Not for one moment. But unless 1924 brings about a marked im- 
provement in Western conditions, the Eastern mantifacturer is not goitg to 
secure the increased business he desires; in fact; he can make up his mind 
that he will get less business. 

It is high time the East realized the eltaatings: and gaye not only serious} 
thought but. sympathetic and active Go-operation towards solving Western 
problems. We call them Western problems, but they are essentially Eastern 
problems as well,. because they are national problems, and upon their early

instrumental faults or to the Imaceur- 
acy of he observers. 

There tre no great cities in North 
Ameriea that have temperatures as 
low as the theoretical figure for the 
'North Pole, but there are some which 
drop as low as any records for tie 
Arctic coast of North America, Win- 
nipeg, with 300,000 Inhabitants, fs one 
of these, : 

Nome, Alaska, is just south of the

But the-fact.cannot be disguised that in these latter years Westerners have 
been too much inclined to lean on othérs, especially Governments and legisla- 
tion, for the solving of many of their problems, which, however, can best be 
solved, through thelr.own efforts, and, as far as permanency is concerned, can. 
be solved in no other wgy. 

Co-operation, not necessarily politically, but in an economic way by the 
peop of the West in handling their own problems, and co-operation between 
East and West in dealing with national problems, offers the safe, sane and 
sure method of advancing Canada far along the path of development and 
prosperity during 1924. ‘That co-operation can, however, only be made ef- 
fective through mutual understanding,.the abandonment of old-time prejud- 
ices, suspicions and all sectional jéalousies. These must be replaced by a 
true patriotism and a real national spigit and aspiration which thinks and 
acts, not for the Mast alone nor for the Wést alone, but for Canada.

Newsprint production in Canada 
amounted to 944,820 tons in the nine 
months ended October ist, according 
to a report issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics. This was aAin- 
crease of 145,447 tons or 18 per ci 
compared with the same period last 
year. 
. The Dominion, the report points out, 
is rapidly reducing the lead of the

only, 184,397 tons more than Canada 
in the first nine months of 1923, as 
against 270,246 tons greater output for 
the same period of 1922. nI Septem- 
ber, Canada produced 102,486 tons 
while the United States mills produc- 
ed 110,209 tons. : 

‘At the present rate of increase in 
another year, it is believed, Canada 
will be ahead of the United States in 
neweprint output. The supply of 
pulpwood is diminishing in the eastern

Corn Subject to Diabetes 


Recent Experiments in that Con- 
nection Discussed at St, Louis 
‘Recent experiments with insulin in 
the treatments of diabetes were dis 
cussed at a joint'session of the Feder. 
atlon of American Societies for Px- 
perimental Biology in convention at 
St. Louis. Dr, Max Nellie, of the 
University of Missouri, who has exper- 
imented with insulin on-corn sprouts 
und seedlings, showed that a condi 
tion almost exactly like diabetes in 

humans exists in corn. 

In-this connection, a small type of 
corn leaf, which ordinarily gives off 
water, gives off & sugar solution in 
stead. *1f the seedling 1s immersed 
in an insulin solution, some of the 
seedlings sliow a phenomenal growth, 
about twice that of the nermal plant. 
in other cases, metabolism, or the con- 
sumption of food, is so rapid that the 
seedlings practically burn up.

" Wintering Bees is 8 Cellar | 


Should Be Kept in Darkness and Left 
Undisturbed : 

The ‘cellar in which bees are being 
wintered should be well ventilated but 
not draughty: The best temperature, 
in the early part of the winter has 
been found by the Bee Division of the 
Experimental Farms at Ottawa, to be 
around 48 degrees Fahrenheit. . To- 
wards spring it will be found that the 
bees become restless in this témpera- 
ture. A somewhat lower temperature 
should then be provided. From 42 
to 45 degrees has been found satis- 
factory, with more fresh air.- The air 
in.the bee cellar must not be too dry, 
nor damp enough for moisture to con- 
dense on the floors of the hives. The 
bees should be kept in darkness and 
be left undisturbed.
